I. The Military Situation in South Vietnam : There 
was little significant military activity over the week- 
end except for the reported ambush of elements of a Ma- 
rine battalion returning from a sweep operation in the 
southern part of the DMZ (Paras. 1-2) . A new North Viet 
namese regiment has been reported in the central high- 
lands (Paras. 3-5).

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I. THE MILITARY SITUATION IN SOUTH VIETNAM 


1. A large number of small-unit contacts were 
reported in various parts of South Vietnam over the 
weekend resulting in at legist 115 enemy soldiers killed 
and more than 50 others detained. Friendly casualties 
were 17 killed and 97 wounded. Large scale military 
activity was confined to the reported ambush of ele- 
ments of a Marine battalion in Operation KINGFISHER 

in the southern half of the DMZ . 

2. Press reports indicate that the Marine bat- 
talion was ambushed while moving back down the same 
road they had used last Thursday to enter the southern 
half of the DMZ . Preliminary reports of Marine 
casualties for the 10-hour battle showed 23 killed 
and 119 wounded. Enemy losses are presently gnknown, 
although the press indicates that as many as 40 North 
Vietnamese soldiers may have been killed and many 
others wounded.

4. Enemy forces have been harassing Dak Pek 
and Dak Seang during the last few days with mortar 
and recoilless rifle fire. In a 26 July attack on 
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
